Britain’s balance of pay- 
ments. 

The only snag is that 
the shirts are made in 
Portugal. 

“I regret it as much as 
anybody, but we just can- 
not get a British T-shirt 
which will give us the 
same quality at a price 
which will compare,” ex- 
plained Alan Conway, mar-
